We  are  delighted  that  another  national  resource  has  val- 
idated what  we  already  know.  Pine  Manor  is  a treasure  that 
is  unfortunately  too  little  known,  not  just  among  prospec- 
tive students,  hut  in  the  community  at  large  as  well.  In  this 
issue  of  the  Bulletin  you  will  read  some  wonderful  exam- 
ples of  the  ways  we  are  bringing  the  Pine  Manor  story  into 
the  community  for  everyone's  benefit. 

Our  alumnae  in  southern  California  deserve  kudos  for 
bringing  their  community  to  a wonderful  luncheon  at  the 
Peninsula  Hotel  in  Beverly  Hills.  A committee  of  12  alum- 
nae worked  for  many  months  to  present  an  inspiring  pro- 
gram featuring  three  area  women  prominent  in  business, 
public  service  and  entertainment.  An  audience  of  60  alum- 
nae and  friends  enjoyed  a discussion  on  leadership  and 
learned  more  about  Pine  Manor  College's  role  in  women's 
education  today.  Thanks  also  to  all  of  our  alumnae  in 
California  and  throughout  the  country  who  have  welcomed 
me  and  others  from  the  College  as  we  have  traveled  the 
country  this  spring. 

We  are  especially  gratified  to  share  news  of  our  new 
Healthcare  Outreach  Certificate  Program.  This  addition  to 
our  curriculum  is  being  developed  by  an  interdisciplinary 
team  of  faculty,  working  in  collaboration  with  members  of 
the  local  healthcare  community.  Together  they  recognize  a 
need  to  educate  our  students  and  community  practitioners 


to  a new  healthcare  reality.  We  all  know  that  PMC's  facul- 
ty is  very  special,  and  I have  been  impressed  by  the  ways 
our  faculty  has  understood  the  value  of  interdisciplinary 
analysis  and  understanding.  And,  they  realize  the  impor- 
tance of  bringing  the  community  to  campus,  which  brings 
the  curriculum  to  life,  to  serve  as  resources  in  the  class- 
room and  as  mentors  and  contacts  for  our  students.  What 
a terrific  example  of  leadership  this  is  for  our  students  who 
will  he  the  beneficiaries  of  this  new  program. 

Our  Fund  for  Affordable  Education  (FAE),  indeed  all  of  us 
at  the  College,  have  been  fortified  by  a $1  million  grant 
from  the  Brown  Foundation  in  Houston,  Texas.  The  FAE 
sustains  our  programmatic  quality  while  keeping  our 
tuition  low.  Dr.  Maconda  Brown  O'Connor  '50  was  the 
College's  eloquent  advocate  with  the  foundation,  and  we 
are  extremely  grateful  for  her  support  and  encouragement. 
Again,  our  theme  of  community  outreach  was  very  impor- 
tant to  the  foundation  as  an  indicator  that  the  College  has 
opened  its  doors  to  a wide  group  of  students  and  education- 
al partnerships  and  is  finding  new  ways  of  being  a valued 
resource  in  the  larger  community.  We  are  counting  on  the 
Annual  Fund  to  match  the  Brown  gift  by  meeting  a goal  of 
$1  million  with  increased  participation  this  year.

women  and  reflections  on  women's 
experiences,  InspiringWomen.Com  is  a 
place  where  women  can  go  for  a strong 
boost  and  a sense  that  they  are  not  alone 
in  their  struggles,  triumphs  and  dreams 
as  women. 

Dvorin  created  the  site  in  early  1999 
out  of  a desire  to  bring  something  real 
and  meaningful  to  women  on  the  Web. 
"The  Web  is  flooded  with  flashy  con- 
sumer messages  and  opportunities  for 
instant  gratification,"  explains  Dvorin.  "I 
wanted  to  contribute  something  that 
would  truly  help  women,  something  that 


would  inspire  them  to  immerse  them- 
selves fully  and  authentically  in  their 
lives." 

Believing  that  people  are  especially 
inspired  by  others'  stories,  Dvorin  decid- 
ed to  interview  one  woman  every  month 
and  feature  her  story  on  the  site.  So  far, 
she  has  interviewed  author  and  artist 
SARK,  fitness  guru  Kathy  Smith,  a woman 
who  started  a catalog,  a teacher  who  also 
writes  books  for  children,  a single  mom 
who  adopted  two  girls  from  China,  and 
many  more.

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Assistant  U.S.  Surgeon 
General  Susan  Blumenthal 
Returns  to  PMC  for  College's 
First  Healthcare  Conference

To  kick  off  Pine  Manor's  new 
Healthcare  Outreach  Certificate 
Program,  U.S.  Assistant  Surgeon 
General  and  1998  PMC  honorary 
degree  recipient  Susan  Blumenthal 
visited  PMC  on  March  3 to  deliver  the 
keynote  address  for  PMC's  first 
healthcare  conference,  "Building 
Bridges:  Healthcare  Outreach  for 

Underserved  Communities." 

Named  by  the  New  York  Times  as 
one  of  the  top  12  doctors  in  women's 
health  and  by  the  Medical  Herald  as 
one  of  the  20  most  influential  women 
in  medicine.  Dr.  Blumenthal  was  also 
recently  appointed  as  Senior  Public 
Health  Advisor  to  the  White  House. 

The  new  certificate  program  serves 
PMC  students,  as  well  as  public  health 
personnel,  nurses,  soeial  workers  and 
others  who  work  in  community 
healthcare.  The  curriculum  prepares 
students  to  work  effeetively  in  pro- 
moting and  maintaining  the  health  of 
residents  of  all  ages.  It  also  teaches 
students  to  find  ways  to  develop  com- 
munity partnerships  that  foster  health 
and  wellness  in  the  community  as  a 
whole. 

Addressing  40  healthcare  workers 
from  22  local  agencies  who  gathered  in 
the  Founder's  Room,  Dr.  Blumenthal 
discussed  "Critical  Health  Issues  for 
the  21st  Century."  She  emphasized 
the  importance  of  promoting  health 
and  prevention  resourees  to  reach 
underserved  communities. 

"We  must  build  bridges  between 
academia,  government  and  the  com- 
munity to  link  and  leverage  resources 
and  health  equality  for  all,"  Dr. 
Blumenthal  said.  She  went  on  to 
explain  how  medicine  has  progressed 
during  the  last  century,  eiting  as  an 
example,  life  expectancy,  which  has 
increased  by  30  years,  "But  we  still 


have  a way  to  go.  People 
live  longer,  but  die  of 
chronic  diseases,  such  as 
heart  disease,  stroke,  can- 
cer and  lung  diseases,  many  of  which 
are  caused  by  behavioral  and  environ- 
mental factors  and  can  be  prevented." 

"Two  major  killers  that  affect 
underserved  populations  are  heart  dis- 
ease and  cancer,"  Dr.  Blumenthal  con- 
tinued. "Some  studies  show  that 
women  and  people  of  color  get  less 
aggressive  preventative  treatment," 
she  said.  "The  U.S.  has  the  highest 
lung  cancer  rates  for  women  among 
the  world's  industrial  countries.  And 
breast  cancer  rates  have  risen  by  one 
third." 

She  also  addressed  the  prevalence 
of  mental  disorders  and  the  profound 
stigma  often  attached  to  sufferers. 
"Depression  is  seen  as  weakness," 
Dr.  Blumenthal  explained.  A recent 
White  House  conference  on  mental 
health  addressed  how  "effeetive  treat- 
ments are  not  disseminated  well  or 
effectively." 

To  reach  underserved  communi- 
ties, "The  solutions  are  aecess,  infor- 
mation, education  and  collaboration," 
concluded  Blumenthal,  which  is  pre- 
cisely what  PMC's  Healthcare 
Outreach  Certificate  Program  aims 
to  accomplish. 

As  the  Surgeon  General  put  it, 
"PMC  links  learning  to  public  ser- 
vice." Pine  Manor  has  a substantial 
focus  on  community  service  within 
its  eurriculum,  and  the  Healthcare 
Outreach  program  is  a prime  example.

Responding  to  the  challenge  that 
many  women  find  in  obtaining 
responsibly  priced,  eiuality  higher 
education,  last  January  the  Brown 
Foundation  awarded  a $1  million  grant 
to  Pine  Manor  College's  Fund  for 
Affordable  Education  (FAE). 

Dr.  Maconda  Brown  O'Connor, 
president  of  the  Fiouston-bascd  Brown 
Foundation  and  a PMC  alumna,  said 
the  grant  "recognizes  Pine  Manor's 
outstanding  leadership  in  reaching  out 
to  families  who  are  struggling  to  pay 
for  a college  education  for  their  daugh- 
ters. The  grant  is  an  investment  in  the 
future  for  women." 

In  the  past,  the  Brown  Foundation 
has  generously  funded  the  College's 
Learning  Resource  Center,  library 
resources,  communications  and  tech- 
nology programs.  This  latest  gift  adds 
the  Brown  name  to  those  FAE  partners 
who  are  providing  the  financial  sup- 
port that  enables  many  young  women 
to  attend  Pine  Manor  who  would  not 
otherwise  have  considered  us  prior  to 
a 34  percent  tuition  reduction  two 
years  ago. 

The  Brown  Foundation  was  estab- 
lished in  19.S1,  but  the  story  of  the 
Brown  brothers,  Fierman  and  George, 
begins  in  the  hill  country  of  central 
Texas  just  before  World  War  I.  Their 
rise  is  a classic  story  of  hard  work, 
sound  judgment  and  creative  risk-tak- 
ing, overcoming  even  the  most  daunt- 
ing obstacles.  Herman  joined  a road- 
huilding  crew,  and  when  the  company 
folded,  he  received  18  mules  and  some 
beaten-down  machinery  in  place  of  a 
year's  back  wages.  Soon  he  was  win- 
ning small  contracts  on  his  own,  and 
the  timing  couldn't  have  been  better: 
the  rapid  popularity  of  the  automobile 
meant  roads  and  bridges  had  to  be 
built  all  over  the  Southwest.  Herman 


pulled  his  brother-in-law,  Dan  Root, 
and  younger  brother,  George,  into  the 
business.  The  firm  prospered,  and 
eventually  Brown  Root  became  the 
world's  fourth  largest  construction 
company,  responsible  for  building 
dams,  petrochemical  plants,  military 
facilities  during  World  War  II,  and  the 
NASA  Manned  Spacecraft  Center  in 
Houston. 

When  the  Brown  brothers  turned 
their  attention  to  philanthropy, 
inspired  and  assisted  by  their  wives, 
Margarett  and  Alice,  they  were  equal- 
ly creative.  Long-term  commitments 
were  made  to  higher  education,  med- 
ical schools  and  the  arts.  The  educa- 
tional needs  of  women  did  not  escape 
the  Browns'  attention:  their  first  gift  to 
Rice  University  created  the  Margarett 
Root  Brown  College.  Pine  Manor 
College  has  doubly  benefited  from  the 
Brown  family's  example:  through  their 
financial  generosity  over  the  years  for 
specific  programs  at  the  College,  and 
through  their  embodiment  of  the  val- 
ues that  PMC  is  helping  to  instill  in 
today's  students.  Both  Brown  sisters 
are  graduates  of  PMC:  Maconda,  Class 
of  '50  and  Nancy  Brown  Negley,  Class 
of '48. 

At  the  Brown  Foundation's  request, 
part  of  the  award  will  be  designated  in 
memory  of  Margaret  Wiess  Elkins  '42, 
a lifelong  Houston  resident  who  was  a 
great  friend  and  benefactor  to  Pine 
Manor  and  many  other  worthy  causes. 
"The  College  is  delighted  to  have  this 
opportunity  to  remember  Margaret," 
says  President  Nemerowicz.  "We  will 
select  several  students  each  year  for 
the  Margaret  Elkins  Leadership 
Scholarships,  in  recognition  of  their 
significant  contributions  to  communi- 
ty service."

Imagining  Boston: 

Before  and  After  the  Miilennium 


Tj  was  standing  room  only  Wed- 
X Lnesday,  March  1,  as  the  Pine 
Manor  community,  friends  and  neigh- 
bors gathered  to  learn  about  the  evolu- 
tion of  Boston's  urban  design — from  its 
earliest  beginnings  to  the  major 
metropolis  it  is  today. 

Guest  speaker  Alex  Krieger  lectured 
on  "Imagining  Boston:  Before  and  After 
the  Millennium,"  sponsored  by  the 


BA  Programs  in  History  &.  Culture 
and  Social  & Political  Systems,  as 
part  of  the  Anne  P.  Nicholson  '40 
Distinguished  Lecturer  Series. 

On  two  side-by-side  screens,  Krieger 
presented  slides  of  historic  and  con- 
temporary maps  and  buildings  and 
explained  how  the  new  emerged  from 
the  old.  His  presentation  was  based  on 
his  extensive  research  and  experience 
m the  urban  design  of  Boston,  as  well 
as  on  Mapping  Boston,  a book  recently 
published  by  MIT  Press,  of  which  he  is 
co-editor  and  a contributing  writer. 

Krieger  is  co-founding  principal  of 
the  architecture  firm,  Chan  Krieger 
and  Associates,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Urban  Planning  and 
Design  at  the  Harvard  Graduate  School 
of  Design,  where  he  has  taught  since 
1978.  He  has  extensive  experience  in 
institutional,  commercial,  and  residen- 
tial design  and  planning,  particularly 


on  projects  involving  complex  public 
review.  Krieger  is  also  currently  vice 
president  of  the  New  England 
Holocaust  Memorial  and  Museum.  He 
also  served  as  commissioner  of  the 
Boston  Civic  Design  Commission  and 
as  director  of  the  National  Endowment 
of  the  Arts'  Mayor's  Institute  on

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The  Office  of  Multicultural 
Programs:  A Year  in  Review

During  the  past  year,  the  Office  of 
Multicultural  Programs  has  col- 
laborated with  individual  students  and 
student  organizations  to  sponsor  sev- 
eral dynamic  and  enriching  activities. 
Concentrating  on  spiritual  and  multi- 
cultural learning,  we  have  worked  to 
augment  both  what  students  learn  in 
the  classroom  as  well  as  their  experi- 
ential learning.  Following  are  just  a 
few  of  the  events  held  during  the  year: 
Easter  Egg  Hunt:  Last  spring,  stu- 
dents were  up  by  6:00  a.m.  (by  choice) 
in  search  of  as  many  candy-filled  plas- 
tic eggs  as  their  pockets  could  hold. 
Ultimately,  the  earliest  riser  found  the 
magic  egg  that  won  her  the  prized  fun- 
filled  Easter  basket. 

Passover  Seder:  Students,  faculty 
and  administrators  came  together  in 
the  spring  for  a traditional  Seder  to 
honor  our  Jewish  students,  their  cul- 
ture and  religion.  One  of  the  most  fas- 
cinating aspects  of  this  event  is  that 
the  majority  of  students  who  attend 
are  not  Jewish.  Consequently,  we 
achieve  two  objectives  with  this  one 
event.  First,  Jewish  members  of  the 
PMC  community  are  able  to  honor 
their  own  heritage  and  religion  and 
second,  we  as  a community  have  an 
opportunity  to  learn,  explore  and  share 
in  one  another's  traditions. 

The  first  Catholic  Mass  was  held  in 
the  Meditation  Room  during  Family 
and  Friends  Weekend  last  October. 
Babs  Koch  '50  was  a major  contributor 
to  the  construction  of  the  Meditation 
Room.  When  she  was  a PMC  student, 
she  would  walk  several  miles  every 
Sunday  to  attend  Mass.  It  was  her 
hope  that  a "special  space"  be  set  aside 
on  campus  for  religious  and  spiritual 
celebration  and  exploration.  Our  first 
Catholic  Mass  in  the  Meditation 
Room  was  not  only  a wonderful  way 
to  honor  her  but  also  an  opportunity 


for  us  to  worship  as  a community  in 
this  special  space. 

The  Office  of  Multicultural 
Programs  also  hosted  Irene  Hoffstein, 
a Nazi  regime  survivor  who  escaped 
Berlin  in  1939.  Ms.  Hoffstein  spoke 
about  the  rise  of  Nazism  in  Germany, 
what  it  was  like  to  leave  her  grand- 
mother behind,  and  her  reconciliation 
work  with  German  and  Jewish  youth. 

Concentrating  on  spiritual 
and  multi-cultural  learning, 
we  have  worked  to  augment 
both  what  students  learn 
in  the  classroom  as  well  as 
their  experiential  learning. 

In  December,  just  before  semester 
break,  PMC  held  its  first  Hanukkah 
Dinner  and  Party.  Attended  by  25 
members  of  the  community,  the  event 
featured  a traditional  Hanukkah  meal, 
a Hanukkah  story  reading,  as  well  as 
many  dreidel  games. 

In  addition,  the  Office  sponsored 
specific  cultural  dialogues  and  events, 
including: 

A "Fireside  Chat"  in  the  Medi- 
tation Room  on  "Why  is  Diversity 
Important?":  At  the  request  of 

President  Clinton  and  his  "Initiative 
on  Race,"  Pine  Manor  College  joined 
colleges  and  universities  nationwide 
to  sponsor  a race  and  diversity  discus- 
sion. In  PMC's  session,  a young 
Caucasian  woman  let  herself  be  vul- 
nerable to  her  professors  and  peers 
when  she  admitted  she  was  "afraid  of 
Asian  people."  She  said  she  never 
understood  why  because  she  had  never 


had  a bad  experience  with  an  Asian 
person.  She  admitted  it  was  an 
unfounded  fear  and  something  she 
wanted  to  overcome.  None  of  the  par- 
ticipants shamed  her  or  degraded  her. 
Instead,  everyone  listened  and  helped 
her  explore  her  fears  through  gentle 
questioning.  The  group  affirmed  her 
honesty  and  courage  to  take  responsi- 
bility for  her  own  learning  and  preju- 
dice reformation  and  transformation. 

In  February,  the  College  celebrated 
Eid  ul-Fitr,  the  Islamic  celebration 
that  completes  the  month  of  fasting 
during  Ramadhan.  Ramadhan  is  the 
month  m which  the  Muslim  Prophet 
Muhammad  received  the  Holy  Qu'ran 
from  Allah.  Joining  with  Muslim  stu- 
dents in  the  PMC  community,  dining 
services  provided  traditional  Islamic 
dishes  to  celebrate  this  important 
occasion  in  Islamic  history. 

For  Black  History  month,  the 
Office  of  Multicultural  Programs 
sponsored  a bus  tour  of  public  sculp- 
ture by  black  artists  in  Boston.  Special 
attention  was  given  to  public  sculp- 
tures created  by  the  artist  Fern 
Cunningham.  This  event,  like  so 
many  others,  has  allowed  us  to  link 
curricular  and  co-curricular  learning. 
Ms.  Cunningham  was  also  a Pine 
Manor  BA  lecturer  last  March  and  the 
featured  artist  in  the  Hess  Gallery.

On  March  29,  PMC's  Hess 
Gallery  was  alive  with 
energy  and  excitement,  as  the 
College  community,  as  well  as  neighbors  and  the  public,  gathered  to  honor  artist 
Fern  Cunningham  and  to  view  her  powerful  works  of  sculpture  on  display. 

Immediately  prior  to  the  reception,  Ms.  Cunningham  gave  a 
lecture,  "Step  on  Board:  The  Emergence  of  African-American 
Sculpture,"  held  in  the  Founder's  Room  as  part  of  the  Anne  P. 

Nicholson  '40  Distinguished  Lecturer  series. 

Ms.  Cunningham's  work  is  noted  for  its  emphasis  on  joy  and 
sorrow,  struggle  and  triumph,  image  and  personality.  These 
traits  are  especially  powerful  in  Step  on  Board,  a large  bronze 
statue  of  Harriet  Tubman,  which  depicts  Tubman  leading  run- 
away slaves  to  freedom.  Installed  last  year  in  Boston's  South  End, 
it  is  the  first  statue  honoring  a black  woman  on  city  property. 

Another  strong  focus  in  Cunningham's  sculpture  is  the  simi- 
larity between  present  and  past.  Her  Son  with  Dreadlocks  and 
Masai  Warrior  strike  similar  poses  and  display  the  similarity  of  a Masai  Warrior  being  studied. 
young  man's  style  and  attitude,  crossing  the  barriers  of  time.  "It 
is  my  desire  to  communicate  clearly  through  my  work  and  to  reflect  the  com- 
monalities shared  by  my  ancestors  and  myself,  my  children,  family  and  com- 
munity," explains  Cunningham.  "I  have  a strong  determination  to  teach 
through  my  sculpture  and  to  uplift  Black  Americans  as  we  struggle  to  maintain 
a positive  identity  in  an  often  hostile  environment." 

Fern  Cunningham  earned  a BFA  from  Boston  University  and  currently  teach- 
es at  the  Park  School  in  Brookline,  Mass.  The  College  is  delighted  to  announce 
that  she  will  be  teaching  a sculpture  class  at  Pine  Manor  next  year.

PMC  Mourns  the  Loss  of  Vitaly  Rabinovich 


Vitaly  Rabinovich,  an  employee  at  Pine 
Manor  College  for  10  years,  most 
recently  with  Environmental  Services, 
was  tragically  killed  on  March  10,  2000, 
along  with  his  wife,  Mariya  Vilner,  while 


vacationing  in  Las  Vegas.  Vitaly  and  his 
wife  were  riding  in  a tour  group  van  that 
crashed  when  the  driver  fell  asleep  at  the 
wheel.  Six  other  people  in  the  van  were 
also  killed. 

"The  Pine  Manor  community  was  deeply 
affected  by  the  loss  of  Vitaly,"  said  Pine 
Manor  President  Gloria  Nemerowicz. 
"He  was  widely  respected  for  his  abilities 
and  for  his  positive  spirit.  He  gave  com- 
pletely of  himself  to  the  people  at  Pine 
Manor,  and  we  will  miss  him." 

Throughout  Vitaly's  decade  of  service 


to  Pine  Manor,  his  entire  family  also  had 
been  very  involved  with  the  College.  His 
wife,  Mariya,  worked  briefly  for  Dining 
Services  nine  years  ago,  while  his  daugh- 
ter, Luba,  graduated  from  PMC  in  1999, 
and  his  son,  Michael,  worked  at  PMC's 
English  Language  Institute  last  summer. 

According  to  Environmental  Services 
Director  Richard  MacRoberts,  "Vitaly  was 
a devoted  husband,  a caring  and  loving 
father,  a dedicated  employee,  a true  pro- 
fessional, and  a friend  to  ail.  This  is  what 
Vitaly  was  and  will  always  be." 
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With  approximately  35  students, 
the  highest  attendance  on 
record,  the  annual  Alumnae  Career 
Roundtable  was  held  February  28,  in 
the  Founder's  Room.  Co-sponsored  hy 
the  Alumnae  Office  and  the  Office  of 
Career  Services,  this  dinner  event  pro- 
vides students  with  an  ideal  opportu- 
nity to  discuss  their  career  options 
with  Pine  Manor  alumnae  in  several 
professional  fields.

To  begin  the  evening,  each  alumna 
stood  and  spoke  to  the  group  about  her 
career  path.  The  alumnae  shared  the 
twists  and  turns  that  took  place  in 


their  lives  to  lead  them  to  their  cur- 
rent professions.  Helen  Moreschi,  for 
example,  described  her  early  days  as  a 
bricklayer.  She  always  put  herself  in 
the  right  place  at  the  right  time. 
Politicians  schemed  to  get  her  to  work 
for  them,  which  led  to  her  becoming  a 
judge.  Paula  Mangum,  who  teaches  at 
the  College  occasionally,  explained 
how  PMC  was  the  perfect  place  for  her 
to  get  her  degree  before  pursuing  law. 

Some  alumnae  brought  interesting 
and  impressive  samples  of  their  work. 
Carianne  Hnatowicz  brought  a box 
overflowing  with  her  design  work, 
ranging  from  band-aid  boxes  to  tooth- 
brushes, along  with  anything  else  you 
could  ever  want  in  your  medicine  cab- 
inet. Karen  Levins  Albert  shared 
designer  facial  products  and  hair-care 
samples  for  the  entire  room.  With 
every  presentation,  there  was  an 
opportunity  to  learn.  Estelle  Tomson 
offered  to  take  students  and  faculty  on 
tours  of  her  company's  facilities. 
Susan  Kenney  advised  students  to 
seek  out  opportunities,  which  are 
often  hidden.  She  told  them, 
"Sometimes  what  seems  like  a small 
job  isn't."  Nancy  Tenney  spoke  about 
owning  her  own  business  and  how  she 
balances  work  and  family.  Tricia 
Wilde  described  her  career  path  as 
cyclical;  she  began  at  Pine  Manor  as 
an  art  student,  became  a social  work- 
er, and  currently  has  partnered  with 
her  brother  to  start  a scarf  and  acces- 
sory business. 

The  alumnae  emphasized  the 
importance  of  networking,  hard  work, 
patience  and  a sense  of  humor.  They 
also  strongly  encouraged  students 


to  draw  upon  PMC's  on-campus 
resources,  including  the  dedicated  fac- 
ulty, their  internship  experience  and 
the  career  services  staff. 

Following  the  presentations, 
students  had  one-on-one  discussions 
with  alumnae,  asking  questions  and 
sharing  their  own  professional  aspira- 
tions. Many  received  advice  on  their 
resumes  and  job-hunting  strategies, 
which  was  the  highlight  for  many  stu- 
dents. "I  really  learned  a lot  about  the 
field  I want  to  go  into,  and  got  some 
great  tips  for  getting  my  foot  in  the 
door,"  said  Stephanie  Mechling  '03. 

"I  didn't  even  know  I wanted  to  be 
a speech  pathologist  until  I heard  Jodi 
Dunn  talk  about  her  career.  It  really 
combines  all  my  interests.  She's  even 
going  to  let  me  shadow  her  on  her 
rounds!"  said  Shelley  Brown,  who 
graduates  this  spring. 

Jennifer  LaChapelle,  another  gradu- 
ating senior,  summarized,  "It  was  a 
very  nice  event.  We  learn  so  much 
from  the  alumnae.  They  have  such 
rich  experiences  and  really  know  what 
they  are  talking  about."

Coming  Face  to  Face  with  Poverty, 
Oppression  and  Privilege

As  a master's  of  divinity  student,  I 
spent  two  weeks  last  January  in 
Cuernavaca,  Mexico.  While  the 
weather  was  beautiful,  this  was  no 
vacation.  Instead,  it  was  an  intensive 
course  in  liberation  theology  and 
cross-cultural  dialogue  offered  through 
the  Episcopal  Divinity  School  (EDS). 

This  course  on  liberation  theology 
and  praxis  was  an  exercise  in  listening 
and  learning.  As  simple  as  that  may 
seem,  it  proved  difficult  for  me,  as  I 
am  accustomed  to  a more  active  learn- 
ing process — devising  action  plans  or 
participating  in  heavy  discussion  or 
debate.  Eor  this  course,  however,  my 
classmates  and  I had  to  sit  and  be  with 
our  own  discomfort  as  we  listened  to 
how  two-thirds  of  the  world's  people 
are  made  poor  with  the  help  of  world 
powers  like  the  United  States.  While 
this  course  offered  experts  such  as 
Professor  of  Mexican  History  Ross 
Gandy,  as  well  as  entrepreneurs  and 
activists,  it  also  brought  us  face  to  face 
with  people  on  a more  personal  level. 

One  of  the  most  emotional  events 
of  the  trip  was  my  visit  to  a squatter 
settlement  called  La  Estacion,  which 
consists  of  a government-owned  aban- 
doned train  station  with  simple,  com- 
munity-built housing  structures, 
many  with  no  running  water  or  elec- 
tricity. There  I met  a woman  named 
Josephina  and  her  daughter,  Sandra, 
who  has  Down  syndrome. 

1 shared  with  Josephina  the  plights 
and  cruelties  my  sister  faced  when  she 
was  pregnant  with  my  niece,  who  also 
has  Down  syndrome.  Through  our 
tears,  we  talked  about  the  many  simi- 
larities and  differences.  Both  mothers 
experienced  pressure  to  abort  from 
doctors  and  well-meaning  friends, 
often  without  regard  for  their  thoughts 
and  feelings.  There  were  also  a few  dif- 
ferences. In  Mexico,  public  schools  are 
supposed  to  be  free,  although  students 
have  to  pay  for  books,  school  supplies, 
school  uniforms,  and  school  exams.  In 


the  U.S.,  special  education  classes  are 
required  in  public  schools.  There  are 
no  such  classes  for  Sandra.  Her  only 
option  is  private  school.  In  the  U.S., 
my  niece  benefits  from  early  interven- 
tion with  a host  of  physical,  occupa- 
tional, speech  and  other  therapists. 
That  is  not  the  case  for  Josephina  and 
Sandra.  Fortunately,  many  years  ago,  a 
woman  who  went  through  the  same 
course  I did  paid  for  Sandra  to  go  to 
school.  It  was  only  then,  after  the  age 
of  10,  I believe  Sandra  learned  to  walk, 
feed  and  dress  herself,  and,  ultimately, 
read.  Today,  at  the  age  of  20,  Sandra 
helps  her  mother  take  care  of  the 
grandchildren. 


While  we  work  towards 
justice  and  social  respon- 
sibility domestically,  we 
must  be  ever  mindful  of 
how  what  we  do  impacts 
others  around  the  globe. 


I heard  many  horrifying  stories 
while  in  Cuernavaca.  I heard  about 
women  who  went  to  the  hospital  after 
a miscarriage  and  were  implanted 
with  an  lUD  without  their  knowledge; 
and  about  women  who  had  only  one  or 
two  children  out  of  five  pregnancies.  If 
the  mothers  were  lucky,  the  children 
lived  past  the  age  of  3. 

One  of  the  primary  aspects  of  liber- 
ation theology  is  the  working  for  and 
inclusion  of  the  economically  and 
spiritually  oppressed  and  a critical 
look  at  the  causes  of  such  oppression. 
The  stories  from  Mexico  were  deliber- 
ately told  from  the  perspective  of  the 
poor,  mostly  because  popular  media 
primarily  serves  and  reports  on  the 
interests  of  the  privileged  classes.  The 
economically  oppressed  people  of 


Mexico  presented  their  side  of  the 
NAFTA  initiative  and  what  it  means 
for  them  to  participate  in  this  global 
economy.  The  disenfranchised  tell  a 
story  of  how  the  large,  particularly 
American,  corporations  build  industri- 
al plants  in  the  country  to  benefit  from 
a cheaper  labor  market  with  no  obliga- 
tion to  offer  health,  retirement  or  any 
other  benefits... things  we  take  for 
granted.  I was  told  of  how,  in  order 
for  Mexico  to  obtain  loans  from 
the  World  Bank  and  other  North 
American  countries,  the  government 
had  to  agree  to  restrictions  like  reduc- 
ing human  service  benefits.  So  today, 
hospitals,  like  schools,  are  supposed  to 
be  free,  but  like  the  poor  in  the  U.S., 
the  levels  of  care  and  attention  are 
directly  related  to  the  ability  to  pay  for 
tests,  medication  and  transportation. 

Upon  returning  to  the  United 
States,  two  things  have  remained  with 
me.  First,  I am  more  sensitive  to  those 
little  things  we  take  for  granted.  When 
I first  returned  to  campus,  for  exam- 
ple, I walked  down  the  hall  of  the  cam- 
pus center.  For  some  reason,  the  hall- 
way, where  I have  walked  a hundred 
times  before,  looked  odd.  After  a while 
I realized  it  was  the  windows. 
Something  as  simple  as  a see-through 
barrier  to  outside  elements  seemed 
strange  to  me.  In  all  the  houses  I 
visited,  most  of  them  had  no  glass 
windows. 

The  second  is  a greater  conscious- 
ness of  the  two  sides  of  globalization. 
While  we  work  towards  justice  and 
social  responsibility  domestically,  we 
must  be  ever  mindful  of  how  what  we 
do  impacts  others  around  the  globe.  In 
the  U.S.,  we  think  of  globalization,  for 
example,  as  a means  of  growth  and 
prosperity.  To  countries  that  do  not 
share  our  resources  or  economic 
strength,  globalization  represents 
oppression,  dependence  and  an  inabili- 
ty to  educate  and  care  for  those  whom 
globalization  threatens  to  make  poor.
